Please see Sec. 18-348 of the Land Development Code for the information required
to process a variance request.

TECHNICAL STANDARDS — ACCESS (driveway, sidewalk, and sight distance):

1. The landscape islands near the Apartment buildings, (such as #5, #6 and #7) do not have
landscaping within these parking islands.

2. Show the new/restored grass in the verge area to match the existing/proposed vegetation for
the closed driveways.

3. Ensure the landscaping pages, Sheet 11 and Sheet 12, have the note on visual sight distance. “Add a
note indicating that all proposed vegetation within sight triangles shall not interfere with clear visual
sight lines from 30"-10"."” [Sec.18-566 CofW LDC]

TECHNICAL STANDARDS - PARKING:
4. The proposed fire hydrants in the landscape island must have a minimum of 3’ circumference
clear of vegetation.
